"When the Committee on Un-American Activities held 
hearings in Los Angeles September 2-5, 1958, to inquire into the 
nature of the party's recent reorganization in California, 
the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms sponsored 
a series of public meetings to protest the hearings and the very 
existence of the committee. Communists subpoenaed as witnesses 
were guests of honor. 


"At this time, leaders of the party's Southern California 
District were mobilizing Communists in the area for participation 
in an intensified campaign to abolish this committee of Congress. 
How the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms served the 
Party in this effort was revealed by (Communist Party) District 
Chairman Dorothy Healey in a report to the Party's Southern 
California District Council on September 21, 1958. Mrs. HEALEY de- 
clared that the party preferred public protest meetings to be held by 
the Citizens Committee to Preserve American Freedoms rather than 
under party auspices because Communists could attend without danger 
of being exposed as members of the party. She also noted that 
Communists scheduled as congressional committee witnesses could not | 
appear beforehand at openly Communist rallies without creating the 
impression that the party was conspiring with witnesses to withhold 
information from the committee."

AFTON TOURS, INCORPORATED 


Records of the Foreign Agents Registration Section 
(FARS), Department of Justice, Washington, D.C., reflect that 
ALEXANDER SVENCHANSKY registered Package Express and Travel 
Agency, Incorporated, Brooklyn, New York, on February 24, 
1958, as an agent of Intourist Limited, Moscow, USSR. The | 
purpose of the business was given as transmitting parcels to 
citizens of the USSR. SVENCHANSKY named Afton Tours, 
Incorporated, 1776 Broadway, New York City, as a branch of 
Package Express and Travel Agency. 


FARS records reflect further that Afton Tours was 
registered individually as an Intourist agent from May 1, 
1959 to December 24, 1960, when the registration was 
terminated by action of the FARS. Package Express and Travel 
Agency, as of February 24, 1967, continued to be registered 
with the FARS, 


A source advised during April, 1967, that Afton 
Tours, Incorporated continues t operate from 1776 Broadway, 
New York City. The source stated that the majority of the 
tours arranged by the firm are for individuals or groups 
traveling to the Soviet Union, and other East European 
countries. According to the source, some of the individuals 
who have used Afton Tours are publicly known as Communist 
Party members. The source added that many of the group tours 
handled by Afton Tours have been organized by groups 
recognized as Communist front organizations. 


ALEXANDER SVENCHANSKY was linked with a Soviet 
espionage ring in testimony before the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee on November 2, 1953, by HARRY GOLD, 
confessed atomic spy. 


The 1966-1967 New York Telephone Directory lists 
Afton Tours at 1776 Broadway.

It is being reported, however, since the 
nature of the language used indicates it emanated from 
subject organization, and most likely reflects a true 
evaluation of the political sentiments of the individuals 
named.

STEVE MURDOCK spoke about the function 6f the PW, and its necessity 
in these times. He went into the triumph of rightist candidates in 
California, such as Reagan and Rafferty, and how, now, more than ever, 
such a press was of importance. JON FROMER SAKE sang some songs 
before this, and afterward PHIL BRATH said a few words about how 

they had to keep fighting, and how he had won the 6th congressional 
district nomination despite his anti-war stance. After this, the trio

MIRIAM ROTHSCHILD talked with BOB COWAN about the NCAHUAC committee. 
She said that its former secretary, JUDY RUDNICK, had become pregnant 
to obtain a draft deferment for her husband, CHARLES RUDNICK. She said 
that the new secretary they had had, BRUCE BENNER , had “"hangups," and 
was not able to handle the job, so had resigned on June7, 1968. She 
said that she would like BOB COWAN. to handle the job of executive 
secretary for the committee, but mew that the job wouldn't pay enough 
for him (only $80 per week). She said that FRANK WILKINSON had seen 

the letter that COWAN had drafted on the new SACB hearings, for the 
NCAHUAC, and had liked it. She said that there would hage to be a 
committee meeting soon to organize things again for the organization. 
She also said that there was some $4200 in a checking account,.left by 
a dead man, to the SF branch of the American Committee for Protection : 
of Foreign Born, but that Mrs. Kramer wouldn't release this money, but 
wished to use it-for the re-opening of her own Case. She said that 

ROSE CHERNIN had said that the LA committee had reorganized itself for 
legal defense, somewhat along the lines that this new group has in 
Berkeleyk the Bay Area Committee for the Defense of Political Freedom, 
and that she ané a number of persons would like to see the SF group 
organize itself the same way, and use this pena for the same puppose. . 
This reporter left about 5:30 PM.
